Congreasman Shepherd hegan by
declaring the levee ls one of the most
important factors In  the economlic
growth of the United States, and of
many other eountries.

“The question of levees,” he sald,
“affectd nearly one-hnlf the total area
of our country and Involvea the ma-

torinl welfare of 85,000,000 of the
Amerlean people”

He took the varlous arguments
urged ngalnat levees, especinlly  the

cluim that they were an Interference
| with the laws of nature, and showed
that the arguments were without
foundation. He demonstrated thit
there wis no real confllet between Ir-
rigntion projects and  leves  énter-
prires, showing that they were the
product of entirely different geogra-
phienl conditions and had o common
alm, the Improvement of the produe-
tiveness of the soll.

Congreasman Shepard described In
detall the development of the mag-
nificent levee system of the Missls-
gippl river and urged the enactment
of effective levee lnws In every state
where there were lnnds subject to ov-
arflow, He sald that the states and
the localltles should first make un
j effort’ to help themselves, as the peo-
ple of the Misslssippl Valley had done
and that then they could justly ask
for federnl aid. He sald that the con-
structlon of levees along all streams
that perlodieally Inundated thelr val-
leys would add tremendously to the
nation's wenlth and resources,

My, Vvandiver advoeated bullding up
westprn Insurance companles, saying!

"Phe twenty-three states and ter-
ritorles lying west of the Misslasippl
rlver last yenr contributed to Insur-
ance compnnies $164,270,000 in  pre-
miums.

PRESIDENT WELCOME

Battleship Louisiana Arrives at
Ponce.

TOWN PROFUSELY DEMOCRAT

Addresse of Welcome Were Delivered
by Governor and Mayor and a
Trip Taken Over Famous
Military Road.

PONCE, Nov. 21.—Presldent Roose-
velt arrlved here today on the battle-
ship Loulsiana. He was welcomed to
the lsland by Governor YWinthrop,
Mavor Oppenhelmer and a delegation
of prominent cltfzens. The fown was
profusely decornted in the President's
honor and was crowded with people
from the surrounding country. In
aplte of the early hour of landing,
the place wns crowded with an ex-
peetant throng, many of whom had
heen In thelp places all night awaiting
the coming of the Louislana.

A8 the President stepped ashore he
was recelved with shouts of *“Viva el
Presidente.”  After the reception the
pPresident was taken to San Juan over
the famous military road. Hleven
banda of music accompanied the pat-
ty Short stops were made at small-
or places and lunch was sgerved at
Cayea, At Ponce, the President re-
celved p hearty welcome from the peo-
pla of San Junn, which was also
elnborately decorated In his honor.

STEAMERS COLLIDE.

Several Lives Lost in a Collision at
Sea Yesterday.
CHERBOUR®G, Nov. 21.—Dispatches
recelved hete today, report that the
North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser
WwWilllam der Grosse had beén In a
colllslon with the Royal Mail steam-
er Orinoeo. Both were severely dam-
aged, Tt ls declared that four of the
crew of the Kalser Willlam were
killed and twelve Injured, and five of
the crew of the Orinoco are missing
and are supposed to have been
drowned.

ATTEMPT 10
BLOW UPTRAIN

Dynamite Placed on Mt.
Hood Railroad Track.

CARS PASS OVER IT

Superientendant of Road Offers
Reward of Five Hundred
Dollars for Conviction.

DISASTER WAS  AVERTED

Had Not Dynamite Been Frozen,
Train with Twenty-five Passen-
gers Would Have Been Blown
Up and All Killed,

HOOD RIVER, Nov 21.—A blg sen-
satlon was produced here today when
Charles T. Early, superintendent of
the Mount Hood Rallroad, offered a
reward of $500 for the arrest and con-
viction of the person or persons who
attempted to dynumite its traln Sat-
urday night. The only reason the at-
tempt was unsuccessful was the fact
that the dynamite was frozen and did
not explode.

In all 20 sticks of powder were
placed on the track, five of which
were lald across the rail and the rest
in bunches on each side. At present
there is sald to be no clew.

The discovery was made by a car-
penter Sunday morning on his way to
work, and he found the plle of dyna-
mite In a deep cut near what Is
known as Pansch's bridge. As soon
as possible ha communicated with Mr.
Early, who cautloned him to keep
quiet and In company with an officer
visited the spot and afterward made
an Investigation in the neighborhood
to ascertnin If anyone had heen sene
in the vicinity of the place during
the day. The powder used ls what
is known as No, 1 and has a much
higher explosive quality than that us-
ually employ#d by ranchers in blow-
ing out stumps and is used mostly in
raflroad construction. Tt Is sald that
no dealer at Hood River kept this
varlety of explosive nnd that enough
of It was on the track to have blown
the train to atoms.

After an unsuccessful attempt to
discover any evidence that would lead
to arrest, Superintendent Early declded
to publicly offer a reward. He will
not gay that he has no suspicion, but
says he will not Implicate anyone un-
tile he ig more fully satisfied of gullt.

When the train passed over the big
bunch of dynamite It was dark and
the trainmen knew nothing about the
affalr untll yestérday, when they were
told of their narrow escape. The train
consisted of a mixed ong, with a pas-
gsengep coach on the rear In which
there were 20 or 80 passengers.

The point where the powder was
placed is a lonely one, and cannot be
seen from the surrounding country.

HOT FOR ICE MAN.

Five Dealers Enter Plea and Ask the
Mercy of Court,
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—Five of
the 14 lce dealers who were placed on
trial yesterday on the charge of con-
spiracy to ralse the price of Ice, to-
day pleaded nonvuilt contendere and
threw themselves upon the mercy of
the eourt. They were fined 375 and

costs each.

Before entering the plea counsel for
the lcemen announced to the court
that the Philadelphia JTce Exchange
through which it was alleged the price
of lce was fixed, had been dissolved.
Following the entering of the pleas,
Distriet Attorney Bell asked the court
to enter a verdiet of not gulity In the
oase of seven of the other defendants,
Two of the dealers refused to enter
the plea of nonvult and declded to
stand trial. A jury was then com-
pleted.

For
ench share of Great Northern stock
the stockholders will recelve a share
of stock In the Lake Superfor Com-
pany This company, however, is to
transfer its ore properties to Louls
W and James N. and Walter J. HIIl,
sons of J. J. Hill, who will act as
trustees. The net profit derived from
the ore properties will be distributed
at least once annually by the trustees.

ITALIAN TENOR GASE

New York’s Great Singer Faces
Audience in Court.

DENIES EVERY ALLEGATION

Declares He Did Not Insult Hannah
Graham and the Police Are Un-
able to Find Hannah After
Dilligent Search,

NEW YOREK, Nov, 21.—Enrico Ca-
rugo, the great Italian tenor, faced an
audience of 600 In the Yorkville po-
lice court today and denied positively
that he had made Indecent advances
to a4 woman In the monkey house in
Central Park last Friday. He de-
clares his arrest is due to plque on
the part of the woman who described
herself as Hapnah Graham, because
he falled to respond to advances made
by her to him.

Mrs. Graham was not present to
press the charges which she lodged
against the singer, and the police of-
ficera have exerted every offort to
find the woman but without avall
Park Policeman Cane was In court,
however, and told the circumstances
of the story of the alleged events
which led up to the arrest of the
singer, being corroborated in part by
several other witnesses,

Severial other policemen, including
the desk sergeant and the captain of
Cane's precinet corroborated the of-
ficer's statement as to the happenings
in the police station at the time of
the arrest. They declared Caruso
dpléaded with the woman not to pre-
fer charges agalnst him and that with
outstretched hands and In an implor-
ing volce declared: “It's all a mistake,
madam, I meant no harm." A young
min who gave his name as Jeremiah
McCarthy, corroborated Cranes testl-
mony a8 to Caruso's alleged actions
In the monkey house, He sald his
attention had been called to Caruso by
an officer.
